The Prince’s Name Omitted From the 
Trades’ Congress Toast List. 


HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS’ SOCIAL LIFE DI6- 
CUSSED AND CONDEMNED. 


An Echo ofthe Widespread Non-Oonform- 
ist Sentiment—Queen Victoria the Only 
One of Her Family Honored—Delegates 
tothe Congress Deeply Imbued With 
Socialism. 


London, Sept. 9.—The refasal of the Trades 
Congress Committee to proposea toast that 
would include the Prince of Wales is regarded 
here as an echo of the widespread Non-Con- 
formist sentiment which has set a mark of 
condemnation on the social life of the Prince. 
The discussion in the Committee of Arrange- 
ments is said to have been very pointed, and 
took in the whole range of the royal brood of 
Queen Victoria. One delegate boldly asserted 
that the family of the Queen, apart from her- 
self, had no claim whatever on the coun try 
and that it was an outrage that the people 
should be expected to contribute to their 
support. The long list of royal descendants 
were canvassed in vain for a name that the 
workingmen could consistently honor by 
special mention at their banquet, but not one 
could be found worthy, on hisown account, 
of any such testimonial. The baccarat trial 
was gone over, and altogether it was a dis- 
cussion to make the ears of royalty tingle. 
The conclusion was reached that none should 
be honored but the Queen. 


THE CONGRESS AT NEWCASTLE, 
DELEGATES DEEPLY IMBUED WITH SOCIALISM 
AND KINDRED FEELINGS. 


NEWCASTLE, Sept. 9.—The Trades Union 
Congress resumed its deliberations to-day. 
The proceedings up tothe present have dis- 
closed that among the new trades 
unions and newer members ofthe old trades 
unions, thereis a predominance of feeling 
which shows that they are deeply imbued 
with socialism and kindred doctrines. 
Tillet, Burns and other leaders are op- 
posed to the old unionists led by Mr. 
Thomas Burt, M. F., President of the 
present Congress, and by Mr. Charles Fen- 
wick, M. P., for the Wanbeck division of 
Northumberiand, who, like Mr, Burt, is the 
soh of a working collier, and has worked in 
coal mines himself, and other members of 
Parliament who are leaders of the 
labor forces. The first test of 
the strength of these two parties 
was in the vote taken yesterday upon the 
question of an international eight-hour law, 
although the vote taken on the system of a 
proportional money, on Monday, that 
the unions represented at the con- 
gress should pay a tax of 41 per 
1,000 members before they were allowed 
to vote, a proposition strongly opposed by 
the London Trades Unions, gave the new 
union men a decisive victory. And, it 
should be added, if there had been a 
show of hands that their majority 
would have been greater, The new 
men thereupon declared that all 
subsequent voting should be by a show of 
hands. The delegates representing the 
Northern Miners’ Trade Unions led the oppo- 
sition to the proposition to place the Congress 
on record as being in favor of an internation- 
al eight-hour law. They contended that a 
universal law fixing uniform hours of work 
would seriously injure the workmen outside 
of certain favored districts. Delegate Knight, 
representi a boller-makers’ union, de- 
clared that he could see in foreign Govern- 
ments’ interference in labor problems the 
reason Why it is proposed to ask 
the Bfitish Government to regulate 
the hours of labor in great Britain. This, | 
according to the speaker, was to go back a 
hundred years. At the resumption of busi- 
ness to-day, by a vote of 242 to 156, a motion 
to the effect that a bill reducing of fiting the 
hours of labor ought to be of a permissive or 
optional character was carried after consid- 
erable discussion. 

PROVOKED AN UPROAR.

Trial of Thornton Hains for the Mur- 
der of Ned Hannegan.

THE CASE ONE WHICH HAS FEW PAR- 
ALLELS IN CRIME. 


They Had Been Chums for Years and 
Were Sailing on a Pleasure Cruise 
When the Tragedy Occurred—Sketches 
of the Prisoner and His Victim— 
Eminent Counsel 


Hamprorn, Va., Sept. 3.—When Judge Gun 
ter opened court this morning in the Hains 
murder trial the room was crowded, many 
ladies being present. The defense have 
secured the services of Hon. John 8. Wise of 
New York, who arrived this morning. 
Senator Voorhees of Indiana appears for the 
prosecution. The case is the most notable 
one ever tried in this State. 

The prisoner, whois charged with murder- 
ing his friend, Edward Hannegan, was 
brought into court and was accompanied 
by his familly, as yesterday. Col. 
Charles Bird, Quartermaster at Fort Monroe, 
was the first witness called. He occupies a 
cottage just west of the light-house and 
about 800 feet from Capt. Evans’ residence. 
He testified substantially as follows: 

He was sitting on his porch overlooking the 
roads; saw a sai] boat probably 500 feet away 
with two mon in it; one was standing up, 
while the other was sitting down rowing. He 
turned his eyes fora moment to watch the

THE ST. LOUIS GRAIN MARKET. 

The great increase of wheat receipts in 
St. Louis as compared with any former 
year is not fully accounted for by the in- 
creased yield in the country hitherto trib- 
utary to this market. Districts that for- 
merly sought other markets now send their 
wheat here because St. Louis has been all 
through the season, and still is, the best 
market for the best kinds of wheat. 

This is accounted tor by several causes 
at work to produce the effect. In the first 
place the grading and quality of St. Louis 
shipments have established the highest 
reputation for the output of this 
market among foreign millers? and 
buyers, and the foreign demand comes in 
increased proportion this year from France 
and other countries whose millers greatly 
prefer our kind of wheat, In the next 
place the demand for cars stops the cars of 
the Western roads at St. Louis or Chicago, 
and the dem&nd upon lake route tonnage 
isso great that St. Louis has an unusual 
advantage in transportation rates via the 
river route. 

The natural advantage St. Louis has in 
quality of grain handled concurs just now 
witha similar advantage in the matter of 
price, anda continuation of this concur- 
rence will naturally result in the raising of 
a larger proportion of the annual crop 
with a special view to the advantages of 
the St. Louis market. 

The growth notedin our grain market 
this year will become permanent and pro- 
gressive as the area of foreign demand is 
broadened to include countries that pre- 
fer our kind of grain to the Northern 
products whieh control the Chicago mar- 
ket. Increased trade by the river route 
will increase and cheapen transportation 
facilities, and that will further increase 
trade. The traffic we might build up with 
the West Indies and Latin America by let- 
ting down the bars which hamper our 
commerce, would soon open to Western 
producers and manufacturers through St. 
Louis a better foreign market than * 
have ever had. 
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AT first 1 a legacy of 0, 000, 000 
would be regarded as an unmixed blessing, 
but in all probability it would develop 
into a legacy of life-long litigation. It 
would under ordinary circumstances doom 
the recipient to bitter contention in the 
courts. EDWARD F. Salm, who has been 
left the Hopkins estate, is fac- 
ing a law suit to be brought by 
Torge Horns, and the array of 
legal talent on each side promises a tré- 
mendous contest.

ILLNESS THE GIVEN CAUSE. 

Itis said that the eloquent and learned 
rabbi of Temple Israel is aMiicted with a 
bladder complaint that renders at least one 
year spent at Spa of Carisbad, in Germany, 
imperative, and that his resignation, accept- 
ed only because it was impossible for him to 
remain St. Louis, carries the deepest re- 
gret and sorrow to his faithful followers 
here. It is also stated that despite 
his fll health, the closing of Dr. 
Sonneschein’s career in St. Louis is expected 
to be followed shortly by the beginning of a 
stil! more brilliant career in Germany as a 
public lecturer. ‘ For some time past, it is 
stated by members of the Temple Israel 
Board of Managers, Dr. Sonneschein has 
been in receipt of tempting offers to enter the 
European lecture field and that there is now 
arranged for him a lecture-course in Vienna, 
Berlin, and other large cities of Continental 
Europe, which guarantee to him 
not only a large income, but a splen- 
did opportunity to achieve distinction in 
European circles asa leading German ora- 
tor. Dr. Sonneschein will, itis said, lecture 
on the subject of ‘‘Reformed Judaism, of 
which he has-been one of the foremost 
teachers in this country for years. 

He has fully determined to break up his 
home in St. Louis, and will take his family 
with him when he leaves for Europe, which 
will probably be within the next sixty days. 

WILL SHOW THEIR ESTEEM. 

Mr. Moses Fraley, the President of the 
Temple Israel Board of Managers, was seen 
by a Post-DisPaTcu reporter this morning 
following the news of Dr. Sonneschein’s 
resignation as rabbi. 

The congregation of Temple Israel,“ said 
Mr. Fraley, ‘‘will take such action before 
Dr. Sonneschein’s departure as will prove 
conclusively the deep affection and esteem in 
which that teacher is held by them, Dr. 
Sonneschein’s letter of resignation in itself is 
a full statement of the causes leading to his 
resignation, and the official repig of the 
Board of Managers to that letter is a frank 
and truthful expression of the board's feel- 
ings towards the retiring rabbi. Dr. Sonne- 
schein’s health is in such a pre- 
carious condition that he cannot 
think of staying in St. Louis. 


He has been ordered by his physicians to 


spend one year at Carisbad, where, it ts be- 
lieved, the waters will materially benefit 
bim. During that time, however, he will be 
enabled to deliver a course of lectures 
through Germany and Austria for which he 
has been besieged for some montis past, and 
which I predict will carry him at onceto the 
front of European thinkers and orators. I 
consider Dr. Sonneschein to-day the leading 
German orator of this country, with the pos- 
sible exception of Cari Schurz. 
As an exponent of the doctrine 
of Reformed Judaism, ys which he will 
lecture in the principal ropean cities, I 
think Dr. Sonneschein miay be called the very 
foremost in America, and therefore he cer- 
tainly will be in Europe, where Hebrew or- 
thodoxy still has its stronghold. 

In addition to the letters that have passed 
between Dr. Sonneschein and the Temple 
Israel Board of Managers, a large purse has 
been raised, which will be presented to the 
Doctor as a further token of our esteem, and 
upon the eve of his departure from St. Louis 
he will also be given a publie testimonial, 
which should canvince everyone of the feel- 
ings entertained toward him by the congre- 
gation of Temple Israel,’

A FALSE ALARM. 
ernment Inspection Regulations. 


THEY SEND A REPRESENTATIVE TO CON- 
FER WITH SECRETARY RUSE. 


A Claim That Paékers Will Not Sell to 
Them at Ourrent Rates and Subject to 
the Inspection Regculations—The Pack- 
ers Declare There Is no Ground for the. 


Complaint. 


New Yorn, Sept. 9.—Some of the exporters 
ot meat products in this city have endeavored 
to create an impression in the public mind 
that the raising of the embargo placed by the. 
German government on the importation of 
American meat products in that country, 
would result in no benefit to the American 
people, because the inspecting regulations 
put in force by Secretary Rusk, and on the 
strength of which the German inhibition 
was removed, were impracticable, These 
exporters allege that they have been unable 


take the product without such inspection, 
„although, one exporter said, we had 
orders at the full prices now current.’’ It is 
further asserted by these city ¢ ers that 
the packers are not willing to have all the 
hogs they kill examined by the government 
officials, because they do not Know what per- 
centage, if any, of their peoduct will be 
taken by Germany. Moreover, these ex- 
porters object to having the names of their 
customers in Europe put on the packages. 

„We have taken steps, said Bernard J. 
C. Abel, an exporter of meat products whose 
office is in the Produce Exchange, to pre- 
gent the facts to Secretary Rusk and seek to 
secure less stringent regulations, and we 
have sent a representative to Washington to 
talk the matter over With him. We think 
the inspection demanded will cause great de- 
lay and inconvenience to the packers who 
would, in reality, have to give up their pack- 
ing-house to the inspectors, so the profits ob- 
tained from the German trade would hardly 
recompense them for the loss occasioned by 
delay.

THE TITANS’ FIGHT. 


The Western Union Is After the Tele- 
phone Millions. 


STRANGE FEATURES OF A CASE INVOLV- 
ING MILLIONS. 


The Western Union Will Move to Set 
Aside Judge Lowell’s Decision as 


Referee—Some Startling Facte to Be 
Produced—Lowell Owned Bell Stock at 
the Time He Reviewed the Case. 


One ofthe largest actions at law ever 
brought is that now pending between the 
Western Union Telegraph Oo. and the Bell 
Telephone Co., in which the former seeks to 
recover $7,480,000 alleged to be due as the tel- 
egraph company’s share of the dividends 
drawn by the Bell company on stock held in 
local corporations established in the Bell m- 
terest. The history of the case is told by the 
New York WorRLD, and the interest is en- 
hanced by startling disclosures concerning 
the holdings of stock by a former United 
States Judge, which were actually increased 
while the case, in its early stages, eight years 
ago, was being reviewed. Scores of lawyers, 
electricians and detectives are working night 
and day unearthingthe evidence which will 
form the basis of the Western Union’s final 
attack. Their disclosures, if substantiated, 
will create a sensation in judicial, legal and 
financial circles. 

WHAT I8 CLAIMED. 
When the telephone began to assume com- 
mercial importance, the Western Union be- 
gan a contest for the right to the telephone 
patent, and in 1879 the National—now Ameri- 
can—Bell Telephone Co, thought it best to 
compromise. An agreement was signed giv- 
ing the general conduct of the telephone 
business to the Bell Co. and a license to use 
any patents controlled by the Western Union. 
In return for these concessions, the Bell Co. 
agreed to pay the Western 2 per cent, be- 
sides a share in the royalties, of all licenses 
to use telephones in the United States. 
For about four years the Westerm Union de- 
rived an annual income of $400,000 to $500,000. 
In 1883 Dr. Norvin Green, President of the 
Western Union, discovered that certain re- 
ceipts of the Bell company were not subject- 
ed to the 20 per cent deduction. 
He accordingly addressed a letter to the 
Bell company, setting forth a olaim for an 
accounting. Upon the renewal of a former 
contract with an exchange company or in 
making a new one with a company of that 


character the Bell concern received in 
addition to the annual rental of 80 
much per telephone a further 


payment in gross of shares in the local com- 
pany’s stock. The Western Union claimed 
that these were a proper subject of division 
between the two great companies upon the 
basis Nxed in the contract referred to. Act- 
ing upon these facts, the Western Union de- 
manded an accounting of dividends drawn 
on such shares besides one-fifth part of any 
stock in exchange companies or other bonus 
received by the Bell Co. 

In @ tart letter dated March 7, 1683, the 
President of the Bell declinea to consider 
the claim of Dr. Green. Whereupon the 
Western Union immediately began an action 
tor an accounting, involving seven or eight 
million dollars. Of the $22,000,000 in stock, 
admitted by the Bell company in 1986 to be 
held by them in local companies, 2 per cent 
was claimed bythe Western Unionas per 
contract. Some of the stock was worth 
more than par and dividends had been paid 
on the stock for ten years. Twenty per cent 
would givethe Western Union $4,400,000. Div- 
idends at 7 per cent forten years would be 
$3,080,000, making a total of $7,480,000 claimed 
by the Western Union. 

Of course the accumulations since the ac- 
tion was brought have accumulated, and 
added to the sum named swell the total to an 
unknown but truly colossal figure. 

The suit by the Western Union Co. was be- 
gun inthe United States District Oourt for 
the District of Massachusetts, and Judge Nel- 
son appointed ex-Judge John Lowellas ref- 
eree to hear the evidence. 

Judge Lowell made his report a few months 
ago. He decided thatthe Western Union is 
not entitled to the accounting asked for. 
Since that report was made the Western 
Union experts have searched the records of 
the Bell patents and the previous decisions 
of Judge Lowell in Bell telephone cases. Now 
the company will move to reopen the case on 
the ground of newly discovered evidence. 
ould this motion be disallowed they will 
move to set aside Judge Lowell's report on 
the ground thata surprising number of his 
near relatives bold large amounts of Ameri- 
can Bell Telephone stock. 

The facts discovered by the WoRLD go to 
show that J Lowell's father, who died in 
1688, held Bell Telephone stock. Besides this 
his brother, nephew and several other mem- 
bers of the family were owners of shares, and
